Brilliant Battle. 

The “zero hour” is dawn and 
the British forces huddle in the 
Wwadis and the sheltering dirt 
holes in the snuff-colored cliffs 
overlooking the flaming harbor of 
Tobruk. They are resting before 
making their entry into Tobruk 
in the final push on the fortress. 

Many thousands of Italians were 
captured in the day’s battle, which 
will go down as one of the most 
brilliant in the annals of military 
history.

The SOUTHEASTERN PIPE LINE 
COMPANY and its two owners, the Gulf 
Oil Company and the Pure Oil Company 
are among the oil companies and subsidi- 
aries against which suit has been filed for 
injunction by the United States Depart- 
ment of Justice for alleged violations of 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act, the Clayton 
Act, and the Elkins Act.

Twenty other serious violations of the 
Federal laws also are charged. The charges 
quoted clearly reveal the illegal practices 
allegedly used by the oil companies and their

It is doubtful whether British labor would 
have accepted some of the stringent controls 
and regulations imposed upon the workers for 
the duration of the war, had it not been that 
their own leaders have so large a part in the 
direction of the Churchill government.

A Matter of Justice 
There is, in Bibb county, a splendid building 


which has stood, with doors locked and unoc- 
cupied, for the past four years. It was built, 
for a specific purpose, after ten years of effort 
and sacrifice. It was given, in 1937, to the state 
of Georgia, to be used for that designated 
purpose. The legislature of 1937 accepted the 
gift, but failed to provide money for operation 
of the institution and it has stood, idle, ever 
since. 

The building is the projected home and 
training school for delinquent Negro girls. For 
ten years the Negro women of Georgia, through 
their state federation of Colored Women’s 
Clubs, took from their meager earnings to 
Save the money for this place. With the aid 
of WPA they were at last able to build and 
the result is a fine edifice that cost $26,000. 

With full confidence in the state which is 
their’s as well as ours’, these Negro women 
gave the place to the state. And their sacrifice, 
their faith and their hope have been sadly re- 
pulsed by the legislatures over since. 

Today, in Georgia, there are but two places 


where delinquent Negro girls may go. The jails 


or the streets. The law forbids the incarcera- 
tion in jail of children under 16. And we all 
know what a menace to the health and well- 
being of a community the delinquent colored 
girl, at large, is. 

In the four years the home has stood idle, 
scores of girls whom it could have restored to 
normal life, have remained at large. 

In simplest justice to a large and silent 
minority of Georgia’s population, and in con- 
sideration of the best interests of the white 
majority, this home should be operated ade- 
quately. 

The present legislature is dedicated to 
economy in the handling of the state’s affairs. 
If the membership possesses any vision what- 
soever, they will recognize genuine economy 
in opening that home and stopping the waste 
that occurs every day it remains idle.

THE NEED FOR SHIPS WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Now the 


inauguration is over, and the govern- 
ment is again ready to function normally, it is high time to think 
of harsh realities. And the harsh reality to which every American 
should give the most careful’ thought is the outlook for Britain in 
these next terrible months. 

On this vital topic, informed opinion at the War, Navy and State 
departments has undergone a gradual change in the last months. 
During the fall, Britain’s ability to withstand the German air .on- 
slaught was the primary pre-occupation. Now, although the air 
danger is still considered very great, the British are generally be- 
lieved to be able to meet it. And the new pre-occupation is with 
the threat to Britain’s sea lifelines from the combined German air 
and submarine campaign. 

The fact is that the shipping situation is already very serious, 
and it will almost certainly reach the stage of acute crisis in two or 
three months’ time. Its outline is fairly simple. 


HOW IT IS DONE At the very heart of the situation is Ger- 
many’s control of air and naval bases on the 


French coast. The air bases permit long-range German planes to 
fly out beyond the British Isles, 500 to 600 miles to sea, and there to 
spot the incoming convoys. The spotter planes may or may not 
attack the convoys. Their first duty is to notify the enormous fleet 
of small submarines, operating from French ports, which lie out in 
the danger zone. On information supplied by the airmen, the: con- 
voys are located for the submarines. The submarines then inter- 
cept the convoys, follow them until dusk, and when the light is 
failing come up among them and send their torpedoes right and 
left into the helpless freighters. The swift, armed passenger vessels 
which are now the chief British reliance in convoy work can do 
little against five or six submarines. They may get one, but if the 
interception of a convoy is successful the submarines do more dam- 
age than can be done to them. 

The German submarine fleet is now so large that during one day 
in December a total of 85 were known to be at sea. This was high 
and probably represented the submarine fleet at the moment when 
replacements and vessels long in service were simultaneously at 
work. At present, British shipping losses are comparatively small, 
since the days are so short and the winter weather so bad that the 
spotting planes need very good luck to find a big prize. But sub- 
marine output still continues—it is believed that the Germans will 
have 100 this month. And before long, as the days lengthen and 
the skies clear, the task of the spotting planes will grow terrifyingly 
easier. 

Such is the nature of the danger at sea. To meet it, the British 
must rely chiefly on the strength of their navy and the size of their 
merchant fleet. 


FIGURES ON SHIPPING The total of shipping available to 


Britain since the start of the war, 
including vessels obtained from allies, purchased or chartered from 
neutrals and requisitioned from enemies, is in the neighborhood of 
22,500,000 tons. Since the war started, about 4,500,000 tons have 
been sent to the bottom by enemy action and, because of the war 
black-out, another 1,000,000 tons have been lost by maritime disaster. 
That leaves approximately 17,000,000 tons of shipping now con- 
trolled by Britain. British shipyards, as yet untouched by air at- 
tack, are working day and night to maintain the British tonnage, 
but the 1,500,000 tons they can send down the ways each year is no 
more than a third of the yearly loss at the present rate. 

Because of the situation already described, the loss rate is likely 
to rise cruelly. Meanwhile, although 17,000,000° tons of shipping 
seems an immense total, the lifeline is even now stretching very 
thin. One reason is the British African campaign. The troops in 
Egypt must be supplied. A great part of the navy is in use in the 
Mediterranean. Vessels carrying supplies to Egypt avoid the dan- 
gerous but short Gibraltar route, traveling the long way round the 
Cape to Suez. The warships in the Mediterranean reduce the num- 
ber available for convoy duty in the Atlantic. 

Then the convoy system itself gravely reduces the usefulness of 
tonnage. Ships traveling over 14 knots go unconvoyed. All ships 
slower than that must accommodate their speed to the speed of the 
slowest vessels in a group of 20 or 30. Rendezvous also must be 
kept. Thus, experts estimate that the convoy system cuts shipping 
efficiency by 50 per cent. 


LIFELINES MAY SNAP The effect of what has happened td 

date is to be seen in simple shipment 
figures. During the summer, American factories were sending 
1,000,000 tons of manufactured and scrap steel, for example, to 
Brifain every month. Now, steel shipments are running about 30 
peg cent less, between 600,000 and 700,000 tons monthly. If the 
wéfst is permitted to happen, in fact, the British lifelines may 
actually snap this spring. Fortunately, it is in this country’s power 
to maintain Britain’s lifelines. We can do it by intélligent, eco- 
nomical use of our own merchant marine, under the lease-lend bill, 
without either repealing the neutrality act or sending our war 
vessels on convoy duty. But if the lease-lend bill is to be endlessly 
debated, or amended into ineffectiveness, we shall not be ready to

GUARDING THE PRESIDENT Because there are a great 


many psychopathic cases in 


all countries, with an increasing number of them appearing in any 
time of war or emergency, elaborate precautions were taken at the 
inauguration of Mr. Roosevelt on last Monday. 

I do not mean they were as elaborate as they are in the dictator 
countries. I saw the triumphant procession of Mr. Adolf Hitler 
through Vienna, Austria, in 1938. It was what would be calleq 
grandiose. There were the usual number of plainclothes men in 
the crowds and there were soldiers with locked arms, three rows of 
them, on each side of the street. Every third man was turned with 
his face to the crowd. 

Mr. Roosevelt was protected by secret service men and detece 
tives in plain clothes. The United States Marines had a detache 
ment on guard duty but they were for handling crowds. 

It was a very effective system, as newspapermen found out, 
As they passed through successive sections on their way to the 
press section immediately below the stand.where the President 
stood to be inaugurated, each typewriter case had to be opened 
and examined. And each photographer’s case had to be opened 
and all its contents examined. 

The adventures of Mr. Kenneth Rogers, The Constitution staff 
man, will do as an example. Photographers were assigned posie 
tions at special stands at specified corners and sections of the 
grounds to cover the arrival of the President, the inauguration, the 
departure of the President and his drive down Pennsylvania avee 
nue, and the inaugural parade. 

Men so assigned were not allowed to move about, but were 
restricted to those positions. The Associated Press, for instance, 
had about 25 photographers assigned, one or two to each position, 
to get a complete picture of the event.

Mr. Rogers but three persons from its staff. We held a little meet- 
ing before going to the inauguration and I suggested to Mr. Rogers 
that he try to become mobile enough to obtain pictures of some of 
the Georgia people in the reviewing stands near him.

I¢ 
was the eyes of the well-dressed man. 

“I’m just a country boy from Georgia, trying to get some pictures 
of Georgia people,” said the effete and slick Mr. Rogers. 

“Son,” began the well-dressed man, speaking quietly, “you—” 
oy Mr. Rogers interrupted.

Experience Teaches 

Two incidents of recent days demonstrate, 
with emphasis, the peculiar nature of the war 
now being fought between the democracies 
and the forces of totalitarianism. 

A group of ministers in Pennsylvania has 
asked that the exemption granted their pro- 
fession, in the draft law, be stricken and sev- 
eral of them have volunteered for army service. 
“We don’t desire, just because we are min- 
isters,’ they stated, “to shirk any responsi- 
bility of citizenship.” 

Bertrand Russell, famed British philosopher 
and pacifist, in a public speech, declared that 
he has changed his mind about war. Although 
he has preached extreme pacifism all his life 
he is now convinced, he said, “that freedom 
cannot be preserved without military struggle.” 

This war is unlike any ever fought. It 
means more, even, than earlier wars fought for 
human freedom. For those earlier warriors 

were seeking to establish freedom. The forces 
of Britain and her Allies today fight desper- 
ately to save freedom from extinction. 

Men who will not fight, and die if neces- 
sary, for liberty do not deserve its blessings. 
Dr. Russell sees the necessity of war, recog- 
nizes war as the lesser evil, preferable to tri- 
umph for the totalitarian idea. There must be 
thousands of other erstwhile preachers of 
‘pacifism who today have, like the famous Brit- 
ish philosopher, changed their minds.

“UGLY DUCKLING” CARGO SHIPS 

“England needs new, or soon will need, ships 
even more than planes,” says the BIRMINGHAM 
NEWS. “Accordingly, President Roosevelt has 
called for building 200 cargo vessels on a mass- 
production basis. It is hoped to get the ships 
out in a year. ... The program of a bridge of 
boats will not end there.” To the WASHINGTON 
STAR the program “will be welcomed for two 
reasons. First, because the destruction of ton- 
nage ... renders it probable, if not certain, that 
the world will face a shipping shortage after the 
war. Second, because the new fleet . .. should 
make it possible for the United States to transfer 
to Britain immediately additional cargo carriers 
which she urgently needs to replace her losses, 
and keep open the life lines of empire.” 

“Under the plan the vessels would be largely 
prefabricated in steel plants and assembled in 
shipyards which will include new yards and re- 
constructed yards used in World War days when 
the United States built 2,500 merchant ships,” 
says the BUFFALO NEWS, which believes “In 
the shipbuilding boom which. lies ahead, the 
Great Lakes yards and facilities should have an 
important share.” However, remembering 1917, 
the MILWAUKEE JOURNAL “called for the 
news files to refresh our memory... .. We found 
a record of waste. ... We found the government 
at the end of the war with a great fleet which 
it did not know how to operate and could not 
sell.’

National Defense Notes 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—(#)— | 
The Treasury will sell tomorrow | 
$600,000,000 of national defense | 
notes bearing three-fourths of one | 
per cent interest and maturing in | 
3 to 4 years. | 

The Treasury last month sold | 
$530,000,000 of similar notes ma- | 
turing in five years. After that 
sale, Secretary Morgenthau a | 
marked that the next issue might | 
cost the Treasury a little more 
because an anti-inflation plan of 
the Federal Reserve System had 
depressed the market.
